Monday's Racing at Hawthorne 
Held in Semi-Darkness. 



Good Crowds Present Neverthe- 
less — Moss Fox II. Luckily 
Wins Bidwell Handicap. 



Disregarding weather conditions and with 
the Hawthorne course in semi-darkness a 
Monday crowd ranging between five and six 
thousand were on hand for the opening race 
of the second week’s program under the aus- 
pices of the Illinois Jockey Club. 

It was utterly impossible to distinguish 
colors on the backstretch during the running 
of Xhe first race on the afternoon’s program. 
A ii^ld of seven starters faced the barrier 
in this encounter, with Ormont, the bay son 
of Rock View — Bandana, from the Baxter & 
Stubbs establishment, under the guidance of 
jockey J. Kederis, the winner. However, 
Kederis’ confidence nearly cost him the race, 
when the colored rider C. Dishmon brought 
the H. Webb & Company’s Crudenas up with 
a sudden rush and nearly caught the winner 
at the end. Zapatos, from the stable of W. J. 
Dowling, saved ground and finished a game 
third. J. M. Hubbard’s Paula, under jockey 
S. McGraw, was the early pacemaker, but 
was unable to continue in the heavy going, 
and finished a tired fourth. 

LOUD ALLEN NEARLY FALLS. 

The fourth race, the Bidwell Handicap, 
was offered as the feature attraction of the 
afternoon. It was for all ages at five and a 
half furlongs for a purse of $2,000 and with 
the field narrowed down to four starters and 
run under a slowly clearing sky furnished a 
perfect getaway and a good contest for the 
entire distance. Moss Fox II., a bay daugh- 
ter of Mess Fox — Bachelor’s Blend, from the 
W. C. Weant establishment, ridden by C. 
Dishmon, was the winner after good per- 
formance. Lord Allen, J. J. Ashe’s three- 
year-old son of Frizzle — Mary King, might 
have reversed the decision had he not stum- 
bled rounding the turn into the homestretch. 
However, he quickly regained his stride and 
was going fast at the finish to beat Mrs. 
R. M. Hoot’s Tuscola for second place. 

^Coyle followed Tuscola home three lengths 
in the rear, evidently disliking the heavy 
going. 

The second race was contested under the 
same dark weather conditions. It was a 
three-quarter mile race, for three-year-olds 
and over, under claiming conditions, with a 
field of six facing the starter. Cain & San- 
ford’s Delhimar, a chestnut son of Delhi — 
Marion Rose II., in a fast stretch battle out- 
gamed .T. P. Baker’s Batty H. and drew clear 
to win by six lengths. It, the chestnut son 
of Norito — Bemay. from the stable of Mrs. 
W. D. Millard, finished in third position 
after racing Incognance into defeat in the 
last seventy yards. The latter, having set 
the pace at the start, w*as unable to keep up 
the speed in the heavy gong, and finished 
tired out. 

LINA CLARK BEATS HALU. 

The third race, a sprinting dash of three- 
quarters. for a purse of $1,000, for three- 
year-olds and over, brought to the post a 
field of five well-matched starters and was 
won by J. J. Ashe’s Dina Clark, a bay filly 
by Delhi — Prism, under the vigorous riding 
of jockey R. Doyle, with C. Irby’s Halu, 
ridden by A. Trombley, a well-meant one in 
this field, finishing in second place by a 
wide margin. Diomed, owned by W. C. 
Weant and ridden by J. Kederis, had a ten 
length lead over the other two starters. 

Cleopatra Boy caused some delay at the 
harrier in the fifth race by his fractiousness. 
There was a field of eight starters in this 
race and the start was the worst of the 
meeting to date. F. R. Irwin’s Money, the 
eight-year-old bay gelding, by Dick Finnell — 
Metrical, showed a great liking for the heavy 
going and led the others from the start, to 
win by five lengths from Edna D., the Ballot 
filly which last Friday provided a big sur- 
prise by defeating Jacobina by a nose. Edna 
D. was ridden by L Cray and saved ground 
at the turns, but was going her best at the 
end. Madrono, a long shot, came from be- 
hind during the stretch racing to finish a 
game third. Elias O. and Fitz-Boodle both 
ran good races in the heavy going. N. K. 
Beal tired badly at the end. 

The final encounter of the afternoon’s pro- 
gram, a claiming race, at a mile and seventy 
yards, with a field of five starters facing 
the barrier, where Woodie Montgomery

POOR RACING AT JAMAICA 



Big Crowd Turns Out to See In- 
ferior Horses in Action. 



LAUREL, Md., October 9. — Interest in to- 
day’s program at Laurel Park was divided 
between the Glenburnie Purse, at three- 
quarters of a mile, and the Frederick Handi- 
cap, at one mile and seventy yards. Eight 
fast sprinters made up ihe field in the first 
mentioned race and the Glen Riddle Farm 
Stable provided the winner in Oceanic, that 
good son of The Finn triumphing over Big- 
I heart and Dexterous, the latter nosing out 
| Playfellow for third place. Oceanic, on the 
strength of private trials, was accorded ex- 
tensive support. 

The start was delayed for a few minutes 
by the fractious behavior of several of the 
starters, but Milton caught the field in align- 
ment and soon dispatched it. Bigheart was 
hustled to the front, while Davies had 
Oceanic right after him. with Dexterous in 
third position. Good Times was heading 
Playfellow, which brought up the rear. There 
was a general closing up rounding the bend 
and Lang was still in front with Bigheart, 
but it was easily seen that Davies had not 
called upon Oceanic, while Pen Rose, which 
had been up with the early leaders, dropped 
back and Ponce brought Playfellow to the 
outside. • 

Entering the . stretch Oceanic began to 
lengthen his strides and gaining rapidly on 
the leader passed Bigheart in the last eighth 
and drew clear to win by a safe margin. Big- 
heart tired badly when the final test came, 
but had no serious opposition for second 
place. Dexterous was third, a nose to the 
good of Playfellow. The brother to Man 
o’ War, after racing in the rear during the 
early running, finished like a shot, but too 
late to overtake the first two. 

RAIN HELPS THE TRACK. 

Playfellow was worked out a mile after 
the race. 

Overhead clouds that threatened rain pre- 
vailed this afternoon and the storm of Sat- 
urday worked wonders with the going. In 
j addition to laying the heavy dust the loose 
| soil was bound together and gave a much 
{ better footing. The crowd, despite the con- 
j ditions, was of a large order and racing on 
j the whole was of a spirited nature. 

J The Frederick Handicap, secondary fea- 
I ture of the card, for three-year-olds and over, 
at a mile and seventy yards, was productive 
| of a spirited finish, in which the Salubria 
Stable Knot tobk the measure of Comic Song 
j in a drive, while Polly Ann was third. Comic 
Song was the pacemaker for the greater part 
of the distance, while Knot was under re- 
straint, with Polly Ann in third position, 

! while Bluffer and All Over brought up the 
rear. Comic Song hung on courageously un- 
til well in the stretch, where Keogh called 
on Knot. The latter responded with great 
speed and, passing the pacemaker, won going 
away. 

L. A. Price’s Sancho Pansy, neglected in 
the wagering, was returned the winner of 
the opening dash of the day in a driving 
finish from G. W. Loft’s Crugie, with J. S. 
Cosden’s Confederacy third. The winner was 
ridden by Smallwood and after passing Con- 
federacy outlasted Crugie at the end. The 
latter worked his way up and closed fastest 
of all. The winner paid $98.90 for the usual 
investment. 

C. K. Harrison, Jr.’s, Baronet accounted for 
the steeplechase, which was under claim- 
ing conditions at two miles, from the Green- 
tree Stable’s Pagebrook, while T. H. Cross’ 
Amstello was third. The winner dominated 
the running from the start, outjumped and 
outran liis opponents from start to finish. 
Pagebrook came with a rush at the end 
and beat out the tiring Amstello for second 
place. The race was marked by a couple 
of thrills when Sea Scot lost his rider at the 
first fence and Elysian refused at the tenth

PARIS, France, October 9. — At Long- 
champs Sunday Mme. Edmond Blanc’s Ksar, 
the great four-year-old son of Brulcur and 
Kizil Kourgan, again defeated his old rival, 
Flechoise, with ease in the Prix de L’Arc de 
Triomphe, a $60,000 added stake race, at a 
mile and a half. 

In spite of the cold weather, the prospect 
of seeing these old favorites race again 
brought out a huge crowd and the Bois de 
Boulogne course was filled to capacity when 
the racing started. Bullock rede Ksar and 
it was not necessary for him to exert any 
great amount of saddle artistry to bring his 
mount home the winner. 

Among the visitors was A. B. Hancock, the 
American breeder, who is returning to the 
United States this week on the Aquitania. 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. October 9.— The near- 
est approach to a feature race at Jamaica to- 
day was the Caledonia Handicap, a mile and 
a sixteenth clash that fell to Richard T. Wil- 
son’s homebred filly Duncecap, well-ridden by 
E. Bell. She was only opposed by Recount 
and Costigan, and at the end was going away 
from them with speed to spare. It was a 
selling handicap and before post time Nose 
Dive, Wynne wood and Vendor, a stablemate 
to Duncecap, were all withdrawn. 

While the skies were overcast and there 
were threats of rain during the afternoon, 
there was a big crowd out for Monday. The 
track was good after its drenching of Sun- 
day, but along the inner rail it was deep and 
horses that chose such a path were at a 
distinct disadvantage. 

No time was lost at the post in the Cale- 
donia. the three leaving on the same stride, 
but when Recount moved in and Costigan 
moved out slightly Duncecap was caught be- 
tween the pair and badly pinched back. Bell 
lost some ground with her before he had 
her straight, but on the first turn he wisely 
took to the outside and did not rush the 
daughter of Olambala in any foolish effort to 
make up the lost ground. 

Merimee was showing the way with Costi- 
gan and had the three-year-old under re- 
straint. Recount was also under a pull in 
second place, but Bell was permitting Dunce- 
cap to gallop along in her own fashion, and 
it was not until well around the turn out 
of the backstretch that he made any move 
with her. There he shook her up and, taking 
a course on the outside of the other two, 
gained the firm footing. 

At the head of the stretch she had made 
up ground and was gaining on Costigan 
with every stride. Costigan was forced to 
take to the soft footing, as also was Re- 
count, and the filly had a distinct advantage. 
Merimee went to the whip on Costigan in a 
frantic effort to hold the lead, but Duncecap 
was just beginning to race, and she was 
passed into the lead in a half dozen strides. 
Bell, riding a remarkably cool finish, held 
his advanatge with her to the. end, where 
she was a length to the good. 

Right at the end Costigan tired badly and 
Recount outfinished him to land in second 
place. 

MARIE MAXIM ALL THE WAY. 

Merimee rode his fortieth winner when 
he got home first with S. Taylor’s Marie 
Maxim in the third race, a dash of three- 
quarters. It was the last time he will re- 
ceive the five pounds apprentice allowance 
in the East. Marie Maxim never left the 
result in doubt. Merimee took her to the 
front in the first eighth and she never sur- 
rendered the lead. Daydue raced after her, 
but she was under slight restraint to hold her 
lead and had speed left to see her safely 
home when the short stretch was reached. 
The others always were outrun. Sea Mint 
began slowly and racing on the outside could 
never improve his position. The Peruvian 
was also slow at the start and McCoy was 
utterly unable to give him any help. 

Mrs. T. O. Webber’s Wynnewood made the 
pace throughout the mile and seventy yards 
of the fifth race to win from Episode by a 
couple of lengths, but Thomas, to make the 
victory certain, drove him out through the 
stretch. Third fell to Overtake. 

Ralco ran along with Wynnewood through 
the early running and Thomas was driving 
Wynnewood all around the first turn. Ralco 
hung to him to the half mile ground, but

FRENCH DOPING DISCUSSION 

Trainers Call System of Ascertaining Admin- 
istration of Dope Unfair. 



PARIS, France, September 26. — The ques- 
tion of the doping of thoroughbreds in 
France now under investigation by the So- 
ciete d’Encouragement has aroused the keen- 
est interest in sportnig circles and among 
trainers, who are determined to fight the 
case to the end. 

The situation, as it appears to an outsider, 
is the following : The stewards select horses 
either at random or horses which they sus- 
pect of having been doped. Samples of saliva 
are taken after the races and the samples 
are tested. They are identified only by num- 
bers by Professor Kaufman at the veterinary 
college at Maisons-Alfort. The professor 
makes a report and upon this report action is 
taken. 

The contention of the trainers is that it is 
judicially unfair that samples of saliva 
should be taken by a single expert who 
claims to be able to detect the presence of 
dope by methods which he refuses to dis- 
close. 



Oui Oui Defeats Alice Blue Gown 
— Heupel Star of Afternoon 
With Three Winners. 



LATONIA, Ky., October 9. — The cold 
weather which prevailed today was a re- 
minder of late autumn, and the changed con- 
ditions were reflected by a decreased at- 
tendance. Track conditions also militated 
against the racing some, the steady rain 
since last Saturday night converting uTe 
racing strip into boglike going and proving 
decidedly unfavorable to the most pro- 
nounced mud runners. 

Because of the severe drenching the origi- 
nal card was riddled by scratches. The fifth 
race, a handicap which had been intended 
as a feature, had to he called off and a sub- 
stitute race for selling platers was put on 
to complete the card of seven races. 

The racing in some instances wa.<> highly 
interesting, several of the finishes producing 
thrills. That in the sixth race, in which 
some highly regarded two-year-olds met, 
was especially close, and terminated in a vic- 
tory for Oui Oui from the erratic Alice Blue 
Gown. 

The latter, in view of her good showing in 
the Fort Thomas Stakes last Saturday, when 
she finished a close third to the E. R. Bradley 
pair, Betty Beall and Bright Tomorrow', 
seemed to be unbeatable in today’s start 
and she absorbed steady and confident sup- 
port. Her erratic ways were again manifest, 
for after appearing a certain winner she 
suddenly began boring out, with the result 
that Oui Oui succeeded in the last few strides 
in passing her and securing the verdict. 

Jockey Heupel was the outstanding riding 
star of the afternoon and piloted three of 
the winners. He inaugurated his success 
with Charles Henry* in the initial race and 
followed with brackets on the Gallaher racers 
Sweet Lady and Glyn. 

DOUBLE FOR GALLAHER BROS. 

The double scored for Gallaher Brothers 
was not without anticipation, for Glyn ruled 
an outstanding favorite and Sweet Lady came 
in for substantial support, though Portland 
Urn absorbed most betting attention. Port- 
land Urn showed a good performance, but 
she could not overhaul Sweet Lady. The 
favorite, Escarpolette, in the third race had 
a close call from defeat, though she was 
pounds the best. 

Her near failure was due to the inexperi- 
ence of diminutive T. Brothers, who had the 
mount. He plied his whip industriously cn 
j the mare and failed to keep her head up, 
with the result she was sprawling badly, but 
she finally got going fast in the stretch and 
gaining steadily succeeded in getting up in 
the last stride to overhaul British Maid, 
which had shown the most speed from the 
start. Pumps also came fast near the end 
and was only a head in back of British Maid 
and in a fair way to have landed the purse 
in a few strides more. 

The substitute race brought to the post 
nine starters, with the unsound Rekab and 
Repeater receiving betting attention to the 
exclusion of all the others. Rekab flattered 
for three-quarters, but thereafter he van- 
ished from the picture. Sister Flo, coming 
with a rush just before reaching the stretch 
and flashing into the lead like a shot when 
straightened in the stretch, drew out to win 
as the rider pleased. Repeater did well to 
land in second place, with Lady Rachel third. 

CANTILEVER’S SUDDEN RECOVERY. 

Cantilever showed sudden recovery of 
speed today, probably the changed going 
benefiting him. At any rate it was a pro- 
nounced improvement over liis Saturday’s 
effort in the race won by Sea Court. He 
won today from Tulsa, with Mormon Elder 
in third place. 

Because of his bad action at the post the 
stewards have directed the further entry uf 
the horse Rapid Stride be denied. Starter. 
Dade informed the stewards that the horse 
being a kicker also endangered the other 
horses. 

The filly Grace E. was scratched out of the 
fourth race by the stewards pending further 
investigation as to her sale to the present 
owner, G. Mayberry. Grace. E. when last she 
ran was the property of F. W. Staton, who 
subsequently was ruled off by the Canada- 
dian turf authorities. Mayberry lias a bill 
of sale of Grace E. from John B. McKee, the 
latter showing a bill of sale from Staton. 
The stewards wish to determine whether the 
filly was sold before or after the ruling 
against Staton.

Lord Rosebery Triples on Concluding Day 
at Scotch Course — Daylight Saver 
Scores in Caledonia Handicap. 



| AYR, Scotland, September 22— The weather 
; took an unfavorable turn for the c losing 
day of the Ayr meeting. Rain began to 
1 fall in the early hours of the morning and 
; the outlook at noon was gloomy. There was 
some improvement at post time and, while 
the sky was dull throughout the afternoon, 
the large attendance was not seriously incon- 
venienced. 

The Ayrshire Handicap has always been 
a popular contest with sportsmen north of 
the border. Quite a lot of preliminary 
wagering was made on Forerunner, on the 
strength of his two previous victories over 
the course. Unfortunately for his support- 
ers, he developed colic during the previous 
night and he was scratched. 

In his absence Velvet Glove and Orpl 
became the favorites, with Meavaig Bay next 
in demand. Orpi’s stamina has always been 
j in question, and he again failed to last out 
! the distance. A quarter of a mile from 
home Shady Lake had secured a strong 
J position, but at the distance Velvet Glove 
I came through on the inside and gained the 
j victory. Sir Harry Lawson’s colt had fln- 
j ished second a year ago, so that his success 
i was thoroughly earned. 

POOR FORM DISPLAYED. 

Apart from the feature attraction the rac- 
ing did not reach a high standard. Devizes 
had only Carpathus to beat in the Caledonian 
' Hunt Cup, and he did it easily. Balthazar’!! 
i pull in the weights gave him a big advaiv* 
| tage over Double Glory in the County Cup 
! and Weathertide, well ridden by Crisp, had 
no difficulty in taking the Cragie Welter 
j Handicap. 

| The selling races fell to Southern Sea and 
Fastella, and both were w’ell backed. 

! The western meeting at Ayr opened Sep- 
j tember 20 under auspicious conditions. After 
i heavy rain overnight the morning was fine, 

1 and the warmth of the sun was greatly ap- 
j preciated after the drab conditions which 
j have prevailed. As usual the meeting has 
attracted a big gathering and a large num- 
! ber of house parties were arranged for the 
i week. There were few runners of outstand- 
i ing merit, but the racing was decidedly 
j interesting. 

LORD ROSEBERY'S TRIPLE. 

The chief feature of the day was the 
triple success of Lord Rosebery, who, in 
, securing three of the races, repeated his 
! successes at the last gathering here. His 
| lordship took the West of Scotland Foal 
! Plate with Erycina, the Craigengillan Two- 
Year-Old Stakes with Scaliger, and the Auch- 
inciuive Three-Year-Old Stakes with WittoL 
All three w r ere favorites, so that the suc- 
cesses were additionally pleasing to backers. 

The Scottish Derby provided an interest- 
ing finish, which ended with Highbrow de- 
feating Holy War by a neck after Lord 
Derby's gelding had looked like being shut 
out. He ran with extreme gameness when 
Gardner obtained an opening and. battling 
it out in great style, scored cleverly. Bay- 
don ran in disappointing fashion, but Ereh- 
wemos gave a good account of himself, even 
if he was finally outstayed. 

Daylight Saver only realized expectations 
when he won the Caledonian Hunt Handicap. 
He appeared to be in difficulties half-way 
through the race, but Weston found an open- 
ing when the straightaway >vas reached and 
gained a clever victory. 

Farlam won the Cuninghame Handicap for 
Lord Lonsdale. 

The Stewards’ Plate, which concluded the 
; card, fell to Lady Caroline, a mare that 
j had disappointed her owner when she failed 
at Carlisle.

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GERMAN THOROUGHNESS IN TURF 

RESEARCH 



(BY SALVATOR.) 

Taking the newly published “Successful 
Female Lines in the Breeding of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse” as the point of departure, 

& recent article contributed by G. C. Gue to 
the New York Sunday Herald passes in 
review the various works similar to that 
upon which Frederick Becker has expended 
so much time, pains and intelligence, and 
propounds the question: 

Why is it that almost all the valuable 
and important books on the genealogy of 
the thoroughbred are the work of German 
writers? 

And he goes on to say: 

“While German horsemen have been com- 
piling and writing all these important works 
concerning the thoroughbred, it is difficult 
to recall a single volume of similar char- 
acter that has come from a British or 
American author during the same period.” 
This opens up an interesting question, 
but the answer is not at all difficult. 

In the first place, works of the character 
referred to (i. e., those by Frentzel, Goos, 
Von Oettingen, Becker, etc.), require long 
and laborious research and the most pains- 
taking and meticulous accuracy. In these 
attributes the Teuton has no rivals in the 
modern world. In all branches of learning, 
all sciences, arts and professions which re- 
quire a great “literary laboratory/* the Ger- 
mans stand first, the rest of the world no- 
where. 

DEVOID OF LITERARY ABILITY. 

If anybody disbelieves this he has only 
to start investigating on his own account 
and he will speedily discover the truth. He 
cannot go far in any direction without be- 
ing constantly referred to Teutonic tomes 
in which all the facts that have been ascer- 
tained upon his subject have been exhaust- 
ively and exhaustingly collected and set 
forth. The manner of their setting forth is 
as a rule so intricate, difficult and, espe- 
cially. so devoid of any fine literary crafts- 
manship that mastery of their contents is 
only to be achieved by the hardest kind of 
work, the most intense and unremitting appli- 
cation. 

It is absolutely necessary to any student 
who aspires to go deeply into anything to 
have a reading mastery of the German lan- 
guage. For the great majority of these 
works have never been translated into Eng- 
lish or any other modern tongue and the 
only way to become familiar with their 
contents is to study the originals. 

This is the reason why, prior to the world 
war, the great German universities were 
crowded with students from all parts of 
the world. They were there because they 
were after something that could not be 
obtained anywhere else. This fact was uni- 
versally conceded. And even the world war, 
and world-hatred for Germany and German 
methods which it aroused, has had little 
power to change it 

The far-famed “German mind,” of which 
we have heard so much since 1914, is not 
so creative as it is collective and upbuild- 
ing. In the making of vast assemblages 
of facts, accumulations of detail and im- 
mense storehouses of information upon every 
subject under the sun, moon or stars the 
German has no rival. His temperament 
specially fits him for such work. 

MATERIAL REWARDS ARE SLIGHT. 

Many German savants, research specialists 
and expert investigators, after first thor- 
oughly training themselves for the tasks be- 
fore them, dedicate their lives thereto. Hosts 
of them have thought nothing of so doing, 
despite the knowledge that their material 
rewards would be at best entirely unworthy 
of the amount of effort expended. So great 
was their devotion to their work, so disin- 
terested their attitude toward it, that they 
were content almost literally to “have their 
labor for their pains,” realizing to the full 
the words of the poet Longfellow: 

“The reward is in the doing. 

And the pleasure of pursuing 

Is the prize the vanquished gain.” 
These tireless and single-minded workers 
may have been “vanquished” in so far as 
winning any large recompense for their en- 
deavors, in either fame or pelf, but they 
have had the satisfaction, a most honorable 
and unbuyable one, of having added some- 
thing to the world’s store of learning ; or, 
at least, so assembled and codified some 
portion of it as to make many facts and 
truths for the first time generally accessible. 

Now, the temperament of the German sci- 
entific research worker is one foreign to 
either the British or the American mind. 
The American, who honors patience in the 
breach rather than the observance, is al- 
ways looking for short cuts to wisdom. 
The Briton, who as a rule considers his 
own wisdom amply sufficient for all practical 
purposes — and, as we all know, he is nothing 
if not practical — is serenely self-confident 
that in his own superior way he can “mud- 
dle through” and beat the world. 

Therefore it is not at all surprising that 
it is to German experts we owe the most 
exhaustive and informing works upon the 
breeding of the thoroughbred horse ever 
produced — in comparison with which the best 
that Britain and America have to show are 
the mere scribblings and scrap-books of more 
or less inspired amateurs. Just as a case 
in point, take the far-famed “Figure Sys- 
tem” of Bruce Lowe. Lowe spent double 
the number of years that any systematic, 
methodical and well-trained statistician 
would have needed to build up his system, 
especially in view of the fact that the tables 
of the German, Goos, already provided him 
with a wealth of data, carefully verified, for 
liis purpose. 

LOWE’S JOTTINGS AND NOTATIONS.

But when death at length overtook him, 
Lowe left, instead of a “perfect whole,” noth- 
ing but a mass of jottings and notations, 
which he had made no real effort to properly 
sift ’ and assemble into a coherent and sym- 
metric whole. The task of doing this was 
given pver to a noted British turf journalist, 
who made a book out of Lowe’s mass — or 
should one say mess? — of memorabilia; but 
it was veritably a “thing of shreds and 
patches,” replete with errors of omission 
and commission and so unsatisfactory that 
the editor felt obliged to whitewash himself 
in his preface. 

The milk in the Lowe cocoanut at first 



proved not particularly palatable to the 
British public, for which it was intended. 
But shortly the immense commercial possi- 
bilities of the “Figure System” began to 
dawn upon those who would profit from 
its exploitation. This was enough. The 
original Lowe book was revamped, some of 
the original errors corrected, and it was 
reissued under a new name and in a form 
that, as I have previously remarked in Daily 
Racing Form, made it really nothing but a 
trade circular. And it remains to this day 
the “magnum opus” of Britain in so far as 
the technical literature of the thoroughbred 
breed is concerned. 

It scarce needs to be said, furthermore, 
that the American horseman, always looking 
for the “short cut,” also equally willing to 
“let George do it,” did nothing but acquire 
a smattering of what the Britons and the 
Germans had done. He made no effort to 
do anything on his own account — having, 
apparently, the idea that he could grow wise 
by proxy and without troubling himself in 
the process. 

The only statistical storehouses that the 
American turf can show are the annual 
“American Racing Manuals” published by 
Daily Racing Form, and these are not ad- 
dressed, except in a subsidiary way, to the 
breeders ; being intended for the racegoer 
and making no attempt — it would be out- 
side their sphere — to go deeply into any de- 
partment of breeding lore. We cannot feel 
proud of the fact that we have absolutely 
nothing to show for ourselves, on that side 
of the ledger, but the “Thoroughbred Stallion 
Register,” published at Lexington in 1921, 
which is really an “advertising mediuh” and 
is, moreover, an out-and-out imitation of a 
British model. 

The “Thoroughbred Stallion Register” is 
but an assemblage of pedigrees of stallions 
in service in America for 1921, of which 
the most important are tabulated, with de- 
scriptive data, and the rest given in very 
abbreviated form. Appended to these is a 
rehash of the “Figure System,” which, as is 
now well demonstrated, means nothing to the 
American breeder or to any other anywhere 
with any capacity for independent thought. 
It presents nothing else for the breeders’ 
guidance or information. The last work that 
attempted to do this was the volume entitled 
“The Thoroughbred Horse,” published by the 
late Colonel S. D. Bruce, the original com- 
piler of our official “American Stud Book.” 
This dates back to 1892. It was really a 
reissue, amplified and brought up to date, 
of Colonel Bruce’s “Horse Breeders’ Guide 
and Handbook,” first brought out in 1883, 
and this, like the present “Thoroughbred 
Stallion Register,” was nothing but an imi- 
tation of a British prototype — the “Horse 
Breeder’s Handbook,” by Joseph Osborne, 
which first appeared in London in 1881. 

BRUCE’S INCOMPLETE TABULATION. 

Colonel Bruce’s work consisted of the tabu- 
lated pedigrees of about a hundred stallions 
then (1892 — forty years ago) in service in 
the United States, and was in reality an 
advertisement of these horses. The omission 
of a number of the most prominent ones of 
that day is explained by the fact that their 
owners did not, in slang parlance, “come 
across.” But Colonel Bruce, in imitation 
of Mr. Osborne, amplified his book, to take 
off the advertising curse, by a lengthy and 
unreadable discourse upon the breeding of 
the thoroughbred, which covered over one 
hundred large pages of closely printed type. 

Colonel Bruce had no ability whatever as 
a writer. He possessed large stores of in- 
formation upon his subject, the accumula- 
tions of a lifetime, but the ability to present 
them with either coherence or interest he 
emphatically did not possess. He was capa- 
ble of inditing paragraphs three pages in 
length, of sentences hundreds of words long, 
and of endless repetitions of names and 
dates which left the famous “Catalogue of 
ships” in Homer’s “Iliad” far behind the 
distance flag, while the involutions and com- 
plexities of his literary style were such as 
to extort from the reader loud cries for help. 

But if the American reader wants to find 
out anything about American stallions, past 
or present, it is to this work, and the one 
above described, that he must go, or no- 
where. That is unless he has the patience 
to wade through mountains of musty peri- 
odicals, to which, moreover, access is diffi- 
cult Col. T. B. Merry’s “The American 
Thoroughbred” of 1905 is just a journalist’s 
scrap book. 

AMERICA LEFT OUT BY BECKER. 

Concerning Mr. Becker’s new “Successful 
Female Lines in the Breeding of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse,” several American critics 
have expressed their regret that while it 
comprehends, or presumes, the pedigrees of 
the stake winners of half a dozen different 
countries, America is not included. This cer- 
tainly leaves the compilation, monumental 
though it be, decidedly lop-sided from the 
Occidental point of view. 

The first impulse is to wonder why Amer- 
ica was left out. In answer to this it 

may be stated that — I have Mr. Becker’s 
own word for it — he would have liked to in- 
clude America, but when he made a move 
in that direction he failed to receive a 
particle of encouragement from here. As 
nobody in this glorious Land of the Free, 
to all intents and purposes,- took any in- 
terest in his work, wiiy, in the words of 
the prophet, should he worry? Yet Mr. 
Becker has for years taken a deep interest 
in American pedigrees and written much, for 
both foreign and American turf '’journals, 
about American horses and their blood lines. 

Another thing. In his researches into 
American thoroughbred genealogies, Mr. 
Becker has informed me, he had reason to 
learn that the two parent volumes, I. and 
II., of the “American Stud Book,” are so 
disfigured with errors, so replete with im- 
possible extensions of old-time pedigrees, 
that they would have to be thoroughly over- 
hauled in order to establish a foundation 
that would hold water and be worth building 
upon. The task which this revision would 
present was one immense and tedious, but 
Mr. Becker was willing to undertake it. 
However, he met here with the same impasse 
that elsewhere confronted him. Nobody in 
America could be in any way interested in 
such a work. Without American co-opra- 
tion it was, of course, impossible. He there- 
fore washed his hands of America and left 



The final meeting of the year in Canada 
under the jurisdiction of the Canadian Rac- 
ing Associations came to an end Saturday, 
October 7, at Kenilworth Park. During the 
usual seven days of racing $56,400 was dis- 
tributed among the horsemen, the daily aver- 
age purse money amounting to $8,057. 

Of the owners participating the Kenton 
Stable garnered the lion’s share of the prizes, 
horses from that establishment accounting 
for six races and $6,100. The Seagram Stable 
also figured prominently, with five victories 
and $5,250. 

Although Ogarite and Penelope each won 
three races during the meeting, Merrimac and 
Brilliant Jester, each with two victories to 
their credit, surpassed them in money win- 
nings, Merrimac leading with $2,700, while 
Brilliant Jester earned $2,650 to the $2,300 
and $2,500 respectively to the account of 
Ogarite and Penelope. 

A distinctive feature of the meeting was 
the brilliant riding of jockey E. Ambrose, 
who piloted twelve winners out of 42 mounts 
for the high percentage of .29. J. McTaggart 
was his only serious rival for the saddle 
honors, with eight victories out of 29 mounts.

her among the “also rans.” 

For years past I have been stressing the 
same opinion Mr. Becker has expressed to 
me — namely, that the first duty of the seri- 
ous American breeder is to see that the 
two “parent volumes” of our stud book are 
thoroughly revised and all false and im- 
possible genealogies removed from them. It 
is estimated that something like twenty per 
cent of the pedigrees which appeared in 
the first edition of the “English Stud Book” 
have either been dropped entirely or else 
revised and corrected, in the present edition 
of that works. Yet our own stud book is 
still circulated in all its pristine incorrect- 
ness, and breeders of today cite its absurd- 
ities and impossibilities as sober fact 
There is, of course, a reason for this, 
as for everything. American breeders are 
still in a “state of mind” over the ban 
placed upon horses with a native “stain” 
by the “English Stud Book” a dozen years 
ago. They cling, therefore, with desperation 
to these old and false, many of them de- 
liberately forged and fabricated, early 
American extensions because thereby they 
can trace their “tap roots” back to some 
“figure family” of orthodox British blood. 

The wethers having already been butch- 
ered to make a British holiday, are the ewe 
lambs, a host of them, to be added to the 
hecatomb? It is an awful moment for 
the American breeder, and, being human, 
he resolves to hold on to his bogus pedigrees 
— as, for instance, that of the famous “Duch- 
ess family,” which Colonel Bruce so trium- 
phantly shook from his sleeve and laid 
upon the table, although all the trump cards 
belonged to another pack, could their backs 
but be seen. To quote the Bard, they are 
“poor things, sir, but his own.”

‘Memories of Men and Horses’ 
of Great Interest. 



Reviewer in English Publication Cites Intcr- 
esling Anecdotes in Valuable Addition 
to English Turf Literature. 



LONDON, England, September 16. — The ^ 
latest book from the pen of William Allison. 
“Special Commissioner,” of the London 
Sportsman, is one of the chief topics of dis- - 
cussion these autumn days in English turf ] 
circles. The following review of the book ] 
is from Horse and Hound : ; 

There are few things in the way of read- 
ing which are more fascinating than an au- 
thentic book about the turf, and the racing | 
giants of the past, human as well as equine. ’ 
It is not too much to say that that view is 1 
shared by a large section of the public, and 
it is gratifying to see that pens are busy ; 
in the fingers of men who know from first- j 
hand the things of which they write. One 
may hope that the number will increase, for 1 
of all history turf history is the least dryas- 1 
dust — rather let one say the most attractive. 

This is why a wide welcome will be ex- ; 
tended to “Memories of Men and Horses,” 
by William Allison, the well-known “Special 
Commissioner" of the London Sportsman. 
Mr. Allison is a practised writer, and knows 
his subject thoroughly, while he has for j 
very many years moved intimately among 
the men and horses lie writes of, so that he 
is completely equipped for the task he has 
set himself and which he has carried out 
with entire success. That is to say, he has 
produced a book of intense interest and one 
which, taken up. it is difficult to put down 
again. It is a fitting companion to the same 
author’s “My Kingdom for a Horse,” pub- 
lished not long since. 

REPRINT 3IATTER VALUABLE. 

Not an inconsiderable portion of the book j 
consists of articles from the Sportsman, but j 
they are all worth reprinting and will be of 
great interest to the younger generation of 
racing folk. Take, for example, the story 
of the alleged poisoning of Orme. Mr. Alli- 
: son reproduces his interview with John Por- 
ter, in which that able trainer was repre- 
sented as saying that the Duke of West- 
minster (who had informed the public that 
Orme had been “foully and deliberately poi- 
soned,” and nearly dead, being kept alive 
by injections of milk and eggs) had "formed 
his conclusions too hastily.” 

The horse had not been “nearly dead,” 
said Porter, who added that Professor Loef- 
fler had extracted a decayed tooth, although 
the trainer could not see that it had caused 
the trouble. In the same issue of the paper 
in which this interview appeared, “toned 
down” as it was, the Duke had a letter, in 
which he stated his conviction as to poison. 
Of course, there was bound to be trouble. 
John Porter denied that he had said that 
the Duke had been hasty ; as a matter of 
fact, the Duke’s opinion coincided with his 
own and that of the V. S„ Mr. Williams, and 
Mr. Allison was compelled to throw oil on 
the troubled waters. 

But Loeffler was certain the horse had not 
been poisoned, and Mr. Allison is disposed to 
agree with him. But “Audax” tells us that 
Mr. George Williams assured him that there 
was not the slightest doubt that the colt had 
been poisoned, and he examined him thor- 
oughly. So there the matter rests, still in 
doubt ; but all of this will be of great interest 
to younger racegoers, as well as of impor- 
tance as contemporary testimony in regard 
to a mysterious and notorious incident in 
turf history. 

STORY OF SCEPTRE SALE. 

The history of the sensational Sceptre sale 
is also related. It was, says Mr. Allison, 
Captain Machell who prevented the filly from 
remaining with John Porter, for he advised 
the present duke’s agent, who had instruc- 
tions to buy any yearlings that John Porter 
wanted to keep, and had been forced to go to 
$47,500 for Cupbearer to use some discretion 
in view of such prices as were being made, 
and so he gave way at the final touch and 
Mr. Sievier took the filly. She lost the Derby, 
as we all remember, and the cause was lack 
of work, for it was discovered in the course 
of time that she needed strenuous work, even 
( on the morning of a race, to clear her pipes. 

Her gallop in the Derby helped her to win 
! the Oaks, and Mr. Allison thinks that Mr. 

| Sievier, taking on the training job as he did, 

| did wonders to win four out of the five 
! classics with her. 

Mr. Allison has himself been involved in 
i many notable horse deals, largely for abroad, 
i and he has met and acted for some of the 
i best-known purchasers in practically every 
country where racing flourishes. He has 
much that is of exceptional interest to re- 
late regarding these men, and the horses 
they purchased, and the people who sold 
them. Incidentally, he relates an incident 
which shows what extraordinary influences 
affect the price of bloodstock now and then. 

Leon Mantacheff will be remembered as 
buying a large number of horses shortly 
before the war at big figures, and at the 
sales he wore an extremely wide-spreading 
plaid cap, which was strangely conspicuous, 
and had a curious effect on several oppos- 
ing bidders, one of whom was incited to fur- 
ther efforts by his good lady. 

“Go on," said he, “don’t be beaten by a 
man with a cap like that !” 

As a result Mr. Mantacheff was outbid for 
i that lot. Sir Mortimer Singer became In- 
volved in the atmosphere of antagonism to 
the remorseless cap, and he too outbid Mr. 
Mantacheff for a mare, giving between $25,- 
000 and $30,000 for her. 

“I know,” said he, “I have given about 
$10,000 too much, but I was determined not 
to be beaten by that man in the cap !” 

This mare, we believe, was Monte Fiore, 
which was then carrying Nant Coch. and 
later produced Achanalt ; but Sir M. Singer 
did not benefit to any great extent from 
these useful performers, while the mare’s 
stud history apart from them has not been 
particularly lucky ; so that the blatant cap 
was not altogether a fortunate influence. 
Sir Gilbert Greenall was too strong for the 
spell, however, for he fought a duel with 
the Russian buyer, but retired at $20,000.
